not rem ain long at one place and was 
frequently looking for a new mistress. 
S he posed as a -ingle woman, b ut it is 
learned she left a huab and in an

joining State, 
A few months ago a 
new r e s ta u r a n t was started here, and 
t he proprietor engaged the woman to 
look after the cooking 
d e pa rtm e n t. 
E verything moved harm oniously 
for 
t e first ten days, then troub le b egan 
to b rew. 
T he man who was new to the 
venture, found 
difficulty in 
holding 
down tho domestic to the duties of the 
kitchen. 
S e dem anded a l a r ge r lib erty, the 
privilege of conversation with the pa 
trons 
was 
included. 
To them she 
would detail the shortcomings of the 
employer, 
when 
not present, and the 
history of her c a r e e r a- a servant in 
m a n y families. 
T he proprietor ob je c t­ 
ed to b eing critic z id b y an underling, 
a n d employed a successor to her. 
This 
did 
not mend m atters, as the women 
unitedly, in a spirit of fraternity, took 
every opportunity to harass and dis­ 
t u r b the peace of mind of the proprie­ 
tor. 
It was not long 
b efore the dis­ 
charged 
servant 
was restored to he r 
o ld place, and the kitchen b ecame the 
pa t r on s ’ b est hold, much to the discom­ 
fiture of the landlord, who w ished 
to 
ru n 
his place on b usiness principles. 
F in d in g his efforts fruitless to eject 
custo mers from the sacred precinct» of 
t he kitchen, and keep the m in the din ­ 
ing ball, he dispensed with the servant 
— or attempted 
to.

difficult undertaking, as the question 
of supremacy had b een ta k e n up b y the 
b oarders, who took a liv ely interest in 
t he questio n.

I ‘o rha ps t he r e is no city of its size in 
the N o r thw e s t w here the r e is to be 
found a g r e a t e r am ount of local m usic­ 
al t a l e n t tha n in Dixon, or w here bet­ 
ter facilities exist for it« developm ent 
For y ears Dixon has been the hom e of 
first class instructors in all br a n c he s 
of tho musical a r t . 
One of the most plea ant and popular 
o rganizations for t he cultivation 
of 
vocal 
music i« tn< 
Cecilian Chorus, 
a club of ladies organized some two 
y ears ago from am ong tho ad vanced 
singers, largely from 
the 
various 
c hurc h choirs of our city , for t he pur ­ 
pose of study and drill 
along classic 
lines. 
T his work, while it has been 
laborious, has been a pleasure from the 
start, and productive of the best r e ­ 
sults, and has been under the direction 
of the organizer, Drof. A. H. Stoddard, 
an instructor whose superior abilities 
are recognized in ail the musical c ir­ 
cles in which he has moved. 
One y e a r ago tho Choral club m ade 
it« first public a ppe a r a n c e in a concert 
which was an em in e n t success, 
T ue s­ 
day evening Mr. Stoddard bro ug ht the 
ladies before a 
larg e and e x pectan t 
audience in the P r e s by te r ia n church 
in the ir second annual concert, with a 
pro g ra m em bracin g « elections of much 


m o r e difficult execution tha n t he one 
liret presented. 
W hile presenting a 
sufficient vai iety to avoid all monotony 
it whh tho design to localize as far as 
possible t he whole perform ance. 
T he 
services of Miss L d ith Moulton, of C hi­ 
cago, a fine elocutionist, wore secured 
for thre e n um be rs on the program . 
T he pr o g r a m —in two 
pa r t s —e m ­ 
braced eleven numbers, four of them 
double num bers, and the r e wero tw e n ­ 
ty -four choral singers on the platform, 
with Mrs. W illia m Morris a c c o m pa n ­ 
ist on t he piano.
